TRADERS TO FIGHT 
ANTI FUTURES LAW 
CHICAGO. Dec. 29.—The trader* 
on the Chicago Board of trade do not 
propose to let congress pass any law 
curbing dealing in futures without a 
vigorous protest. It was stated on the 
board today that a delegation would 
go to Washington to lobby against 
such legislation and to explain to the 
president and leaders of the house 
and senate just how pit trading bene­ 
fits the farmer. 
“The trouble is that people are 
prejudiced because they do not un* 
derstand the present system and its 
benefits,” said James 
A. 
Patten. 
The farmer at present is enabled to 
get dally quotations and to know ex­ 
actly what his grain will bring when 
marketed. A law preventing dealing 
in futures on food products and cot* 
ton would injure consumer and pro­ 
ducer alike, in my opinion. I believe 
trade would be simply paralyzed. The 
farmer would get less for his grain, 
cattle and hogs and the public would 
have to pay more. 
I don’t believe 
congress will pass such a law.”

ROADS TO ABOLISH 
PASS NUISANCE 


The railroads of the country are 
considering a recommendation that 
annual passes be no longer issued 
complimentary direct to officers and 
agents of other roads below the rank 
of assistant general passenger agent. 
.To the present, affirmative 
expres­ 


sions have been received from all the 
railroads, with only one or two ex­ 
ceptions, on the question of adopting 
this rule. 
It has been objected, how­ 
ever, that so many of the represent 
tatives of eastern lines have charge 
jointly of both freight and passenger 
departments that action of the pas­ 
senger departments would be prac­ 
tically nullified by reason of the rf- 
striction not applying to the freight 
department, through which passes 
might be Issued. 
It seems that unless restrictive 
measures are taken the 
indiscrimi* 
nato issuance of these passes will go 
on, and even if the passenger depart­ 
ments are entirely in accord, It would 
not have the desired effect unless the 
freight departments also act on a 
similar recommendation.
